CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


THE LAND OF HUS AND 
COMENIUS. 


ZECHOSLOVAKIA—we are not sur- 
prised to see the name on lamp 
chimneys and cheap China ware—ithe 
name is good enough for a modern indus- 
trial State. But emia and Moravia— 
Slovakia was always terra incognito to us, 
or less—what has become of those 
countries of romance? They are as in- 
accessible as ever. Very few travellers 
reach the lands of romance, and fewer 
can describe what they have seen there. 
Kinglake; in his famous journey, found 
romance in “ the wideness of Asia ”; 
Scott found it in his native town. No 
doubt, it is all round us, though we do not 
see it. The world is too much with us; 
there are bills to be paid, hotel servants 
to be tipped, trains to be caught, couriers 
standing between us and what we have 
come to see, and so we return from our 
travels without having once seen the 
country of our: dreams. 

Our travels in search of other things 
besides romance, things that are much less 
elusive, and, even if romance be our object, 
we are not always doomed to disappoint- 
ment when we pass our hard-earned 
savings into the hands of Messrs. Thomas 
Cook and Son. Yatrow visited may in 
time become for us what it was, or almost 
what if was, before we saw it. I for one 
will not refuse the chance of going to 
Bohemia when next it comes my way, 
though I shall certainly not go there to 
study glass-blowing or brewing or its ore 
mountains, or even its political institu- 
tions. 

* * * &k am 


In the beautiful book which Miss 
Mothersole has called, through no fault 
of her own, Czechoslovakia, we learn 
that the country of Hus had attracted her 
long before she visited it. It is, therefore, 
clear that she set out on her travels in 
the right spirit. She shows us what she 
has seen by means of sketches in black- 
and-white and in colour—reproduced by 
Czech printers—and by letterpress which 
is everywhere worthy of its subject. 
Knowing how ignorant most of us are of 
the country’s history, she has prefaced 
her description of land and people by an 
historical sketch, which will not be found 
to be the ieast interesting part of the 
book. 

Irish readers will find comparison 
between the history of Bohemia and the 
history of their own country unavoidable. 
The resemblances in the national develop- 
ment of both countries are so striking that 
Gaelic enthusiasts may be pardoned for 
jumpi to conclusions respecting Ire- 
land’s linguistic and political future from 
consideration of what has been accom- 
plished in Czechoslovakia. But differ- 
ences must be taken into account as well 
as likenesses. And the _ differences 
between past and present conditions in 
Czechoslovakia: and in Ireland are, to 
those who are not Gaelic enthusiasts, 
almost as patent as the likenesses. Any- 
one can see the resemblances. In both 
countries we find a majority dominated 
for centuries by a minority. Between the 
majority and the minority in both 
countries there were racial differences 
and, in Bohemia for a long time, religious 
differences as well. Bohemia, as Miss 
Mothersole remarks, was the first Pro- 
testant country in Europe; and even to- 
day, though by far the greater number of 
the Czechs belong to the Roman Catholic 
Church, the country is Catholic with a 
difference. According to the late Mr. 
Commissioner Bailey, “the Czéchs are 
Catholics somewhat Protestant in 
character. They have still in them much 
of the stubborn spirit of their fifteenth 
century leader and patriot, John Hus. 
They exhibit an intellectual independence, 
a stern insistence on their right to private 
judgment, that are not strongly 
characteristic of other Catholic peoples of 
Europe:’’ Hus is a national hero. and on 
July 8th of last year the five hundred and 
tenth anniversary of his death was cele- 


brated as a national holiday. 
Ea * “& * 


There is another hero of Czechoslovakia 
who is worthy of the space given to him 
in Miss Mothersole’s book—the Moravian, 
John Amos Komensky, better known under 
his Latinised name Comenius. Miss 
Mothersole regards it as significant of the 
peaceful—shall we say modern /—outlook 
of Czechoslovakia that the names of Hus 
and Comenius, men of peace, should be 
the two most highly honoured by the 
nation. Warriors have not been wanting. 
Everyone has heard of Zizka and his 
waggon-forts, and Wallenstein (or Wald- 
stein, as it seems he should be called) 
would have been world-famous, even if 
Schiller had not made him the hero of 
his trilogy. But Wallenstein is not a 
national hero; when Palacky, Bohemia’s 
most famous historian, stood before his 
statue in Vienna, the comment evoked by 
the commemoration of the great leader’s 
achievements was - the one word— 
‘ scoundrel.’’ 

“Scoundrel and traitor’’ were fhe 
words with which Wallenstein greeted his 
assassin, and it may be that even Time 
will fail to decide whether the cause for 
which the Irish and Scottish officers at 
Eger stood or that for which Wallenstein 
ventured all deserves the condemnation of 
mankind ; but however self-seeking Wallen- 
stein may have been, it is hard to think 
that Bohemia under his rule (if, as Count 
Litzow and others believe, he was aiming 
at sovereignty when Butler and Devereux 
brought his career to an end) could have 
suffered more than she did under the 
Hapsburgs. The penal laws, the curse of 
Ireland, Protestant as well as Catholic, 
were mild compared with the means used 
by the Imperialists to crush nationalism 
and Protestantism in Bohemia. ‘‘ As of 
France after the [revocation of the] Edict 
of Nantes,’’ says Count Liitzow, “it can 
be said of Bohemia after the Thirty Years’ 
War that it suffered by the loss of its 
best citizens in such a manner that it can 
even now [a.p. 1895] hardly be said to 
have recovered.”’ 

* * - - * 

Comenius was among the exiles. The 
battle of the White Mountain, in 1620, 
let loose the Spanish soldiery among the 
Bohemians. Comenius had to flee for his 
life from his home at Fulnek, in 1621, 
and, a few years later, had to leave 
Bohemia for ever. Beyond the frontier, 
at Lissa in Silesia, he settled for some 
years, and there he wrote his Janua 
Linquarum . Reservata, a work which 
speedily attracted the notice of the wise in 
many countries. Through Samuel Hartlib, 
to whom Milton addressed his Tractate on 
Education, Comenius was invited to Eng- 
land. and there is no knowing what 
revolution in pedagogy might have been 
brought about in that home of conser- 
vatism, had not the political troubles 
which were to end in civil war turned the 
attention of Parliament from educational 
reform. 

Comenius was one of the greatest of 
men. but Miss Mothersole’s book is a 
description of Czechoslovakia, not a bio- 
graphy of Comenius. All that she has to 
tell about the country and its people is 
well told. She has written as a lady 
should write; she neither gushes over the 
seople she met nor assumes towards them 
the attitude of the superior person. It is 
interesting to compare her description of 
the Slovaks with a description of them 
written about 35 years ago by a Magyar. 
In “Hungary and its People Louis 
Felbermann describes the poor Slovaks, 
whom Miss Mothersole seems to have 
found decent folk, as ignorant, dirty ana 
cowardly, so cowardly “ that a Magyar 
boy can often frighten a whole gang of 
Slovaks.’’. If they were ignorant their 
condition seems to have been mainly due 
to the deliberate policy of the Magyars. 
Irish readers of this book will discover 
morals in accordance with their political 
and religious convictions or prejudices, 
but all readers will agree that in 
“ vakis, the Land of an Ua-

uerable Ideal,” Miss Mothersole has 
produced a book which might serve as a 
model for books of its kind. | 
anaes H. RB.

NEW BOOKS IN IRISH. 


STORIES OLD AND NEW. 


QUINCE we reviewed a dozen new books 

in Irish two months ago eight móra 
have appeared. It is gratifying to find 
that this year’s unusually large output 
is unusually good in quality. All of the 
books before us are excellent. 

Mr. Pádraig O Conaire gives us an 
historical romance in ‘‘ Brian Og.” The 
story opens at tio Irish college in Lisbon, 
where the Rector has a habit of spending 
“holidays in Ireland’’—days when his 
homesick thoughts go wandering. On such 
a day there is hurly-burly in the College, 
end Brian Og, a student, is packed off 
home to arrive in Ireland just after the 
battle of the Boyne. In a forest by night 
he is summoned to a gb = encounter 
by a fire, where a maiden as lovely as the 
fairy brides of legend awaits him, with a 
romantic offer that speedily involves Brian 
in sword play with her suitor and a 
— with the absurd, fugitive king. 

t is many a day since we read in Irish 
or English a story so fresh and exuberant. 
The picture af James and of his boisterous 
Irish officers, scornful of him, has historic 
conviction. This book is lighter in vein 
than is usual with its author, yet in many 
ways is his most charming work. 

* * * 


Very different is ‘‘ Micheál Ruadh ”’ by 
Mr. OGrianna. This simply records fire- 
side traditions of a noted blackthorn 
fighter of a hundred years ago. The book 
lacks the idealism of the author’s first 
book and the artistic detachment of his 
second, but it excels all that he has done 
hitherto in intensity of idigm. A _ better 
piece of Gaelic has not appeared in recent 
days, and if the scope of the book denies 
treatment of the finer emotions and ex- 
pression of the author's individual vision, 
it yet conveys an intimate picture of life 
in old-time Donegal and remains a notable 
piece of genre word painting.

Every fragment by the late Canon Peter 
O’Leary is valuable, and his retelling of 
the old saga, “ The Battle of Rosnaree '— 
produced in a neat style that ought to be 
copied in Irish publishing generally—will 
be sought by every wise student. The 
battle described in the old tract took place 
at the same spot as the later Battle of the 
Boyne, and formed one of the principal 
incidents in the original Red Branch 
epic, although it has sunk from promi- 
nence in modern books. Perhaps, this 
retelling suffers from the diffuse tendency 
found in O’Leary’s redactions of old sagas, 
but it will prove extremely useful in 
schools as a text. There are helpful notes. 

* * > * + 


Remarkable variety characterises ‘‘ The 
Weaver ’’—a collection of stories tradi- 
tional and original by a veteran of the 
Irish language movement. The title story 
describes a miraculous event fabled to 
have happened during the flight to Egypt. 
It exhibits that curious blending of 
Biblical memories with local tradition 
which produces in Gaelic story-telling 
something like ge Italian pictures 
wherein the events of the Gospel are re- 
presented with a familiarity drawn from 
the life around the artists. This book is 
enriched with drawings by Mr. W. ©. 
Mills, whose homely art has so sympa- 
thetic a touch when old-time Ireland is 
his theme.

The book bearing the title ‘‘ An Troid 
is an t-Uaigneas’’—suggested by the 
proverb that declares that a good fight is 
better than solitude—contains a collection 
of essays, largely polemical, written in an 
extremely vigorous modern Gaelic. It is 
interesting to contrast this rugged and 
learned diction with the quiet, leisurely 
lucidity of O'Leary. Neither style can be 
claimed as the better or more scholarly— 
but the contrast exhibits the range of con- 
temporary Irish. ‘‘ The Storyteller of 
Lettermullan ’’ is a gathering of Western 
tales, poems and proverbs, taken down 
from popular speech, and = recallin 
“ Micheál Ruadh ” in its richness o 
diction. Miscellanies of this sort are 
dificult to summarise, but often are 
peculiarly valuable to students. “‘ Guntacht 
Cainnte ” (Concision of Diction) is a 
helpful text-book on composition.

To complete the whole gamyt of dialects 
a delightful volume of Decies Irish is the 
late Mr. Séan O Cadhla’s translation of 
““Clashmore,” the most popular of Mr. 
Edmund Downey’s novels. That enthral- 
ling old-fashioned romance, of which we 
said when the original appeared that no 
reader would be able to lay it down with- 
out reading every word of the story, runs 
remarkably well in Irish; for the trans- 
lator has worked with taste, enriching 
many a passage by legitimate liberties.

For the week-end we take our readers into 
Northern Ireland and visit the famous and 
icturesque City of Armagh. The route we 
ave selected goes through Drogheda, by the 
leasant Collon road to Ardee, and past 
astleblayney, prettily situated beside Lough 
Muckno. The Eity of Armagh itself is full of 
interest; archxologists should visit Emania, 
which, after six centuries of splendour as the 
seat of the kings of Ulster, was sacked in the 
fourth century, and remains to interest the 
twentieth century tourist. The return journey 
lies through the undulating orchard country of

NOTES FOR ANGLERS. 


By Our ANGLING CORRESPONDENT. 

Our trips this. week take us through. the 
fishery districts of Drogheda and Dundalk, 
and then on into that of Coleraine. At 
Armagh we are quite close to the upper Bann 
and a number of small streams which flow 
into Lough Neagh. Anglers should bear in 
mind that Free State licences do not run in 
Northern Ireland, and if in search of salmon 
should provide themselves with local permits. 

Rivers generally are suffering from the dry 
spell of the past month and, except under 
specially favourable local conditions, are much 
below their best. A really good fresh. is 
badly wanted to enable the grilse to run. 
They are said to be off the coast in better 
numbers than for years past, and, as usual, 
the drift nets are taking heavy toll. 

A correspondent sends the following in- 
teresting account of an incident at Killarney 
last weeks—While fishing in Killarney 
Lakes on Saturday evening last Professor H. 
N. Walsh, of University College, Cork, had 
an interesting experience. Using a 9ft. Castle- 
connell trout rod, a drawn gut cast, and a 
small trout fly, he hooked a heavy fish while 
trolling at 7.45 p.m. Failing to get the fish 
near the boat after some time, he decided to 
try and get him ashore. This he ultimately 
succeeded in doing at 12.55 a.m. (Sunday 
morning), after playing his fish for over five 
hours, It proved to be a very large brown 
trout, in perfect condition, weighing 12Ib., 
2ft. 4in. in length and 18in. in girth. 

The fight put up by the fish was explained 
when he was landed. He proved to be foul- 
hooked, the hook being embedded in the 
muscles of the back. The net distance from 
the place where the trout was hooked—near 
Ash Sd te where he was landed—Fisher- 
man’s. Strand, near Muckross . Abbey— 
measures one and a half miles on the map. 

Professor Walsh stated that he would have 
failed to land his fish were it not for his boat- 
man, Thady O'Shea, of Muckross Hotel. who 
displayed great skill in handling the boat and 
ultimately helping in landing the trout. 

This is the fourth heavy trout from 
Killarney of which we have a record. In 1907 
Mr. T. Elliott killed one off Muckross weigh- 
ing 17{lb., one 16lb. stands to the credit of 
Sir J. O'Connell in 1871, and in 1910 that 
keen fisherman, Mr. J. T. Malpass, killed one 
weighing i2Ib.

The possibilities of a new development 
OÍ the Irish pig trade resulting from the 
British embargo on fresh pork from the 
Continent wessdiscussed at a meeting of 
the Executive of the Irish Farmers’ Union 
in Dublin yesterday. 

It was decided to summon a conference 
under the Irish Farmers’ Union of repre- 
sentatives of the pig trade, the railway 
and shipping companies, and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and of Industry and 
Commerce to consider the steps necessary 
for the stimulation of the pig industry. 
Mr. Hugh Garrahan presided at. the 
meeting. 


THE CONTINENTAL 
TRADE. 


IRELAND’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The subject was introduced by Mr, Patrick 
McKenna, T.D., Longford and Westmeath, 
who said that the Irish farmer had an oppor- 
tunity at present of capturing a trade that 
had hitherto been in the hands of Continental 
countries, if they were quick enough to take 
the necessary steps. the opportunity had 
arisen from the prohibition of the importation 
of Dutch and Belgian carcases into Great 
Britain. No such restrictions were made 
the importation of foreign bacon, and ....less 
Irish farmers prepared at once to meet the 
new situation the case of the home producer 
would be in a worse position than he was 
before the embargo was imposed. If the 
Dutchman could not send his pigs into Great 
Britain in the form of fresh pork, he was sure 
to set up factories to deal with the carcases 
that he used to send here, and those heavy 
supplies, coupled with the large amount of 
Danish bacon placed on the markets of Great 
Britain, would have the effect of reducing the 
price of live pigs so much as to make it un- 
remunerative to our producers to feed them, 
with the consequent extermination or dis- 
appearance of the Irish pig industry. Since 
the embargo was introduced the various agri- 
cultural bodies in England and Scotland had 
held meetings with a view to stimulating pig 
production in order to fill the gap caused by 
the catting off of the supplies; and it seemed 
to him to be a great dereliction of duty on 
the part of our Government and Department 
of Agriculture that no steps had been taken 
so far in this country to take advantage of 
the great opening at their door for the class 
of pig that the British public required, which 
the Dutchman used to supply. 


THE LONDON MARKET. 

“Tf,” he said, “our producers are going to 
occupy the place held in the markets of Eng- 
land and Scotland, especially London, by the 
Dutch, they will require to take a leaf out of 
the book of their Continental rivals, and not 
only produce, but maintain, a regular supply 
of pigs conformable to the requirements of the 
trade. The class of pigs required for the 
London trade are small porkers, weighing 
from 80lb. to 120]b. dead weight; and of this 
Class the countries which are prohibited from 
importing pig carcases sent into Great Britain 
last year 700,000 hundredweights, or, roughly, 
1,000.000 small pigs, value in money for 
£4,000,000. Anyone can see that there is a 
great opening for this country to try and 
capture at least some of this trade. We have 
listened to a lot of twaddle for the past 
month or so on the merits of free trade and 
protection; but here is a burning question, 
one of the most important that has arisen in 
this country for a number of years, one that, 
if properly handled, might be the making of 
this country, and not.a single step, so far as 
we know, has been taken by the Government 
to help farmers and producers of Irish pigs to 
eapture this market. 

The matter is extremely urgent, because 
when NSeptember arrives -our pork : season 
commences, and if the coal strike is over and 
trade normal there will be a great demand 
for small pigs. The position is that the 
English and Irish farmers are now living in 
a protected market, so to speak, so far as 
pork pigs are concerned, and if they can 
produce what is wanted the gain will be 
theirs. I remember a time when we in this 
country had a Jarge share of the London 
trade, but the Dutch captured it from us, 


and it is well for us, before we embark on’ 


our new path, to understand why we lost the 
trade which the Dutch have built up. I 
attribute it to several causes, and these are 
not alone my own views but the views of 
some of the biggest handlers of pork in the 
London Central Meat market. First, our 
farmers did not produce the article required 
by the consumer in this particular trade. 
Next was the bad condition in which our 
carcases were marketed, and, thirdly, there 
operated against us the bad transit facilities 
and excessive railway freights on dead pork. 
Anybody who visited London market, as I 
often did, and saw the Dutch and Irish 
pigs come in, could see the difference. The 
Dutch were uniform in: size—like peas in a 
pod—clean and well dressed, the weight thet 
the market required, and for those the top 
price was paid. Any of the salesmen who 
handle meat in London will tell you that the 
quality of Irish pork was far better than that 
of Dutch; the uneveness in weights, the dirty 
condition on arrival, the bad dressing of the 
earease, and last, but not least. the erratic 
and spasmodic supplies, caused the Irish 
article to make less money than the imported 
pork 
LEGISLATION REQUIRED. 

IT would go so far as to state that if we 
embark on this project, we will need similar 
legislation to that passed in the Dail regard- 
ing the grading of eggs. We must, if we are 
to reclaim this trade, which never should 
have been lost to us, adopt similar methods 
to those practised oversers, namely, to pro- 
duce the article required by the consumer 
and market it in a uniform and clean condi- 
tion. If we do that, there is nothing to pre- 
vent us from succeeding. There are, how- 
ever, a lot of difficulties to be overcome be- 
fore we lay the foundation. In the first place, 
our stocks of pigs, according to the last 
statistics published on the Ist June, 1925, 
were the smallest in number since 1849. The 
number of pigs in Ireland decreased from 
1.345.000 in 1923 to 1,126,000 in 1924, and 
they experienced a further decline to 843,000 
by the Ist June, 1925. I have no doubt that 
the deficit between the numbers in 1923 and 
1925 will be made good this year by the 
number of farmers who have returned to pig 
production. In the second place the accom- 
modation at the port of Dublin for slaughter- 
ing pigs is very bad. The public abattoir is 
up near the market, and the lairage accom- 
modation there is bad, and the expense of 
carting to the boat would be considerable. 
Again, the question of present railway rates 
and sea freights is a big obstacle in our path. 
There is not a man engaged in agriculture 
but knows that one of the greatest hindrances 
to the progress of Irish agriculture is the 
heavy railway and sea freights that we are 
compelled to pay. 

We are in a far worse position now than we 
were before the Amalgamation of Railways 
Act was passed. We were told by the Govern-

GOVERNMENT HELP NEEDED. ¢

gold. Here is a new industry, value for 
#£4,000,000 per annum, for the taking ; will 
the Government help us to capture it! I am 
certain that our people will produce the pigs 
if they are paid a detent price for their 
labours.

TIE EXISTING SITUATION. —

But they would have considerable, 
difficulty in establishing a pork trade in-the 
Free State. First of all, they had established 
a breed of pigs exclusively suited to the bacon 
trade. There was no doubt that the embargo 
on foreign pork had brought an increased 
supply of foreign bacon into the market, and 
was responsible for the present drop of 
almost 3O per cent. in Irish bacon prices. To 
meet the situation the proposed conference 
was absolutely essential, but there would 
have also to be considered the difficulty, 
probably the unwisdom, of discouraging the 
present type of pig for an aftogether new 
type. The country had gone to considerable 
trouble to build up that type, and a depar- 
ture from it should not be émbarked upon 
without due deliberation. He believed tliat 
with more attention in the early stages fifty 
er cent. of the present type of Irish pig could 
be made a fairly suitable substitute for the 
Dutch little pig. 


CAUTION URGED. 

Colonel Gibbon, Wexford, seconding the 
resolution, said that he was altogetler for 
the idea of the proposed conference. When 
pig prices fell they in the Wexford o-opera- 
tive factory got in touch with the London 
market. to which they actually sent pigs. 
With Mr. Gorey he would be very toth to 
alter the present policy in the breeding of 
Irish pigs. England was already suffering 
from too many breeds, and in Ireland they 
would get into trouble in the same way unless 
they moved very carefully. 

He, himself, had sent to the London market 
pork from pigs of the large white Irish breed, 
fifteen to sixteen weeks old, and had got for 
them fourpence a stone more than the best 
Dutch in the market that day. It would be 
a great mistake to alter their type of pig to 
capture what was only a seasonal market, 
lasting from October to March. They should 
not lightly throw away the result of years 
of labour.. The Irish national type was recog- 
nised to be the best pig in the world, and 
they should be very slow about going back on 


The production of the pig was really more 
important than the actual breeding. The 
most difficult time to get flesh on a pig was 
the period between his 60lbs. and 100Ibs. 
weight, when he was net able to eat to grow 
and at the same time put.on flesh unles his 
food was very carefully selected. If they 
wanted to produce small pigs for the London 
market they would have to start feeding them 
when six weeks old, and keep the sow well 
maintained in her flesh while she was feeding 
her litter. 

He did not think that there was any need 
to get into a frightful fuss over the railway 
companies—certainly not over the Eng. 
lish companies. When they in Wex- 
ford were marketing pork in London, 
they got from the Great. Western Company. 
rates and facilities as good as those of the 
Dutch importers. ‘lhe company met them in 
every way, and gave them every - facility 
that the Continental importers had. The 
High Commissioner of the Free State in 
London also helped them in every way. The 
company, however, would have to get the 
assurance of a minimum number of pigs. It 
would take some time to get the Irish trade 
into the position that a day-to-day minimum 
would be there. He congratulated Mr. 
McKenna on having put. on foot. the first 
public effort to capture for the Irish farmer 
the important pork market of London. 


A QUESTION OF MONEY. 

Mr. Baxter, T.D., welcomed the proposition 
of Mr. McKenna. Undoubtedly the Irish 
farmers should try to extend their operations 
by trying to capture the London market 
while at the same time preserving the Irish 
bacon trade. ‘lo his mind, the great diffi- 
culty would not be the supply of the right 
type of pig, but finance. Some scheme would 
first have to be devised to make it possible 
for the farmer to be paid in cash for the 
wy sent to London, just as they were paid 
y the bacon curers. For that reason he 
was strongly of opinion that the Ministry of 
Finance should be represented at the confer- 
ence. Before they could do anything, they 
would have to have some indication of what 
the Government was prepared to do to co- 
operate in the effort. 

Mr. M. Doyle, T.D., said that a pork trade 
could not be carrie’ on with success or profit 
unless the feeders bred their own pigs. 
There would be no difficulty in starting the 
trade in Wexford. where they had a co-opera- 
tive factory to finance the scheme, but in 
places where they had no such organisation 
finance would be a difficulty. 

The resolution was passed, and it was 
decided to call the conference together on 
the Wednesday of Horse Show week in one of 
the committee rooms at Ballsbridge. It was 
agreed to write also representatives of the 
Ministry of Finance, the Royal Dublin 
Society, the Irish White Pig Society, the 
I.A.O.8.. the co-operative meat factories, and 
the handlers of pork in the London market. 


A DANGER TO THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. McKenna said that he was told that 
pigs’ heads from the Continent were being 
allowed into the Irish Free State. ‘Lhe 
Government could not be too strict in making 
and enforcing any regulations that would 
make for a clean bill of animal health in this 
country. In England there was a demand 
for an embargo against Continental-grown 
orchard fruit with which diseased cattle and 
swine might very readily come in contact. 
If foot-and-mouth disease broke out here, it 
would put the tin hat on the country. 

The General Secretary was directed to 
communicate with the Department of Agri- 
culture on the subject of Mr. McKenna’s 
statement.

In Paris, indeed, which 
is almost distracted by the franc’s perilous 
plight, American tourists have been the 
objects of abuse and insult. We do not 
doubt that, in some part at least, the 
feeling is born of mere envy. While 
Europe is in sore distress, the United 
States are enormously rich and prosperous, 
Their taxation is light; wages are high,

that the complete recovery of Europe is 
impossible so long as she drags the fetters 
of her war debts to the United States. 
The tyranny of these interlocking obliga- 
tions is felt in every corner of the eastern 
hemisphere. Most of the allied countries 
owe large sums to England, and all of 
them, including England, owe large sums 
to the United States. England’s war debt 
to America is £935,000,000, 
penny of that amount has been cancelled 
by the creditor. It has been funded on 
stiff terms, and during the next 
generations the citizens of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland will send an annual 
tribute across the Atlantic, The European 
Allies’ debt to Great Britain amounts to 
the huge sum of £2,000,000,000, and 
England, who does not, in Philip 
Macedon’s phrase, “ huckster war,’’ would 
Yejoice to be able to lift the crushing 
burden from the backs of her neighbours. 
If she were a free agent to-morrow, the 
whole of this vast debt would be cancelled ; 
but she is not a free agent. She has 
eased the burden in various ways at the 
cost of her own taxpayers, but she cannot 
abolish it so long as Washington insists 
upon its annual instalments of the British 
debt. “So the whole round world is 
everywhere bound by gold chains about 
the feet of ’"—Mammon. The second fact 
is that Washington could emancipate 
Europe with one stroke of the pen, and 
that an all-round cancellation of war debts 
would be, in America’s own interest, an 
act of shrewd and enlightened statesman-

TMe people of the United States are 
puzzled and indignant at the sudden out- 
break of anti-American feeling in Paris 
and London. The mind of the average 
American is a curious thing. It regards the 
mere possession of wealth asa moral virtue, 
and, while it pays homage—often quite 
honestly—to the loftiest idealism, it never 
allows sentiment to interfere with busi- 
neés. Furthermore, visit to any 
picture-house will reveal, Americans cen 
masse are out of touch with the political 
and social aspects of life in Europe. They 
exaggerate the importance of their own 
part in the Great War and under-rate the 
measure of Europe’s sacrifices. Their 
President and other politicians have told 
them that Washington’s settlement of war 
debts has been not only just, but generous. 
Naturally, to this complacent frame of 
mind such epithets as “Shylock,”’ hurled 


as a 


like bolts from the. blue, bring offence 
and pain. We-cannot pretend to be sorry 


that America is-beginning to learn the 


truth, but we hope that the process of 
education will not be pushed too fast or 
too far. To make men angry is a poor 
way of making them reasonable, and the 
seed of doubt, once planted in the American 
heart, will find there all the nourishment 
that it needs. If, as the Baltimore Sun 
says, “America is increasingly conscious 
of the disparity between her wealth and 
Europe’s distress, and the moral .mplica- 
tions thereof,’ Europe ought not to divert 
that train of thought. Time and economic 
laws will prove that the war debt- must 
be cancelled, and Europe must be patient 
until America, under no other pressure 
than that of her own conscience and in- 
telligence, recognises the necessity. 


The Irish Pig Trade. 


At a meeting of the National Executive 
of the Irish Farmers’ Union, in Dublin 
yesterday, Mr. Patrick McKenna, T.D., 
gave some useful advice to Irish pig- 
raisers. A wonderful opportunity : has 
come their way. Recently, in consequence 
of an outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease, 
the British Board of Agriculture placed 
an embargo on the import of pigs’ 
carcases from Holland and Belgium, thus 
proving incidentally that the old, fallacious 
theory which sttributed every outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease to Ireland had 
been abandoned. Last year Holland and 
Belgium supplied the British market with 
no fewer than one million pigs, at an 
average price of £4 per head; and Mr. 
McKenna urges the Irish farmers to take 
immediate steps to capture this valuable 
trade. The Irish pork season begins next 
September. If the farmers organise them- 
selves properly, there is no reason why they 
should not reap a rici harvest from the 
export of carcases ; and, once they secure a 
grip on the British market, they ought to 
be able to defy Dutch and Belgian com- 
petition in the future. The trouble in the 
past has been, as Mr. McKenna pointed 
out, that the Irish exporters would not 
supply the right kind of pig. The 
embargo on Dutch and Belgian pigs has 
given the Irish farmer absolute protec- 
tion, if he chooses to take advantage of it. 
Pig-raising is a very lucrative business. 
As a correspondent reminded us yesterday, 
Mr. M. Doyle, T.D., giving evidence 
recently before the Food Commission, said 
that on a total outlay of £60 lds. 8d. on 
ten pigs he had made a profit of £2 3s. 5d. 
per head within three months. This rate 
of profit is equivalent to 140 per cent. per 
annum; and even to-day, when the dead- 
weight price of pork has fallen to 100s. 
per hundredweight, the ‘producer would 
gain a profit of 120 per cent. Mr. Doyle’s 
experience had nothing to do with the 
embargo on foreign carcases. His profits 
were normal, and he had not the adven- 
titious assistance of a protected market. 
As matters stand at present, Irisir-farmers 
could improve on his gross profits by the 
simple process of selling a greater number 
of pigs; and, if they are not entirely 
blind to their own interests, they will take 
Mr. McKenna’s excellent advice. A badly 
organised attack on the British market 
would be useless. A regular supply of 
pigs which conform to the requirements 
of the replace the 
‘erratic and spasmodic ’’ supplies of the 
past. To that end efficient organisation 
is essential ” and we have much sympathy 
with the suggestion that a Bill to regulate 
the export of pigs, on the lines of Mr. 
Hogan’s legislation for eggs and butter, 
should be introduced by the Government. 
The farmer, of course, has certain handi-

caps which are not of his own making. 
Transport facilities are inadequate, railway 
freights are too high; but Mr. McKenna 
declares candidly that the bad condition of 
the carcases which are exported is the 
worst handicap of all. Clean, well-packed 
carcases can be exported without any 
specialised knowledge of scientific methods, 
and until the Irish farmer comes to realise 
that the old, slip-shod ways no longer 
will be tolerated he will not hold his own 


against his foreign rivals.

Holidays at Home. 


“Spend your holidays at home ” is a 
familiar slogan in English and Irish ears. 
Every year the tourist agencies increase 
their efforts to prevent people from goin. 
abroad ; but, in spite of their widespread 
propaganda, the exodus to the Continent 
continues. Signor Mussolini has solved 
this problem for Italy in a very simple 
way. His Government merely refuses to 
grant a passport to anybody who wishes 
to leave the country on holiday. Appli- 
cants are informed that it is their duty 
to spend their holidays in Italy; and 
most Italians by this time have learned 
that argument with authority is unwise. 
The money, therefore, that in previous 
years was spent in Swiss or German 
tourist resorts is being kept in the country, 
and Italy’s “ invisible ’’ imports will be 
reduced by its amount. Signor Mussolini, 
howevey#, seems to have neglected an im- 
portant fact. If he prevents Italians 
from foreign travel, other nations may 
retaliate. Italy, next to Switzerland. 
is the most popular tourist resort in 
Europe ; and, if foreigners should cease to 
visit it, Signor Mussolini would discover 
very quickly that he had made a bad 
mistake. Restrictions on travel, like re- 
strictions on trade, cut both ways. A 
nation cannot expect to attract tourists if 
it is not prepared to give something in 
return; and, as a considerable proportion 
of Italy’s income is derived from her 
foreign visitors, the Duce’s latest perform- 
ance hardly can be described as tactful. 
On general principles, of course, we have 
every sympathy with the idea that holi- 
day-makers ought to see their own country 
first. Ireland has beauty spots which have 
no equal in Europe; yet thousands of 
Irishmen are more familiar with the 
shores of the Mediterranean than with 
the shores of the Atlantic, and can 
find their way about the foot-hills of the 
Dolomites while they would be lost among 
the highlands of Donegal. A trip to the 
Continent still seems to rank in this 
country as a sort of social cachet. There 
is a dead-weight of snobbery in Ireland 
against which even the methods of a 
Mussolini would be powerless. 


A Plague of Locusts. 


Russia, like ancient Egypt. seems to be 
scourged by many plagues. The latest is 
a plague of locusts, or grasshoppers, which 
is causing hayoc in the Valley of the Don. 
Countless millions of these creatures have 
settled on the land, devouring all vegeta- 


tion, and spreading rapidly over a huge 
tract-of country. When the locusts visited 


Egypt, we a 
poco cis ’* cast them into the Red Sea; 


but the Russians hav? no Moses to inter- 


cede for them. and are almost at their } 


wits’ end to find a means of getting rid 
of their pernicious visitors. The districts 
of Salsk and Stavropol have proclaimed 
a state of siege in their areas. Three 
dictators have been appointed in each 
district and have been given the fullest 
powers to cope with the crisis. Cavalry 
and aeroplanes have been mobilised to 
spread loads of poison over the country. 
Every device of modern science is being 
pressed into service, and the entire peasant 
population of the affected area has been 
enlisted in military formations, under the 
orders of self-appointed officers, to gather 
in @he crops before they have been con- 
sumed by the locusts. The Don Valley is 
a great corn-producin; territory, and, if 
the efforts of the dictators should fail, 
there will be grave danger of another 
famine, similar to that which caused so 
much distress three years ago. Nobody 
can discover the origin of the plague. In 
spite of their aircraft and cavalry, the 
Russians are almost as helpless against it 
to-day as the Egyptians: were more than 
three thousand years ago. The Irish 
farmer, after all, has much for which to be 
thankful. He may grumble at the climate ; 
he may protest against high taxes. At 
times he even may be constrained to 
venture a mild criticism of the Govern- 
ment: but he has no locusts to worry him. 
Compared with his competitors, indeed, 
he is a lucky man, and there are few 
farmers in Europe who would not change 
places with him gladly. 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 
EDUCATION ESTIMATE 
—e 


PASSED BY COMMONS. 
OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENTS. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of Commons was virtually empty 
this afternoon when the Speaker took the 
chair. The members who were present were 
mostly gorgeous in the modern variation. of 
fine linen, which takes the form of beautiful 
neckties and expensive light waistcoats, while 
silk hats, shining like mirrors, were carefully 
held so that nothing might disturb their sheen. 
Mr. Churchill announced that the cost of the 
concessions made in-the Finance Bill, as 
finally passed since the introduction of the 
Budget, amounted to £36,000 this year and 
£58,000 in a full year. 

Mr. Churchill also informed Commander 
Kenworthy that a bet made on a racecourse 
during a meeting between a backer and a 
bookmaker, both attending that particular 
meeting, but on a horse running at a meeting 
in another part of the country on the same 
day, would be taxed at 2 per cent. 

The coal stoppage, said Lord Eustace Percy, 
in submitting a vote of £28,000,000 for the 
Board of Education, had been largely respon- 
sible for restricting the activities, not only 
of his own Department, but of local autho- 
rities charged with the duty of providing for 
the educational needs of the country. Not 
only had the building programme been 
checked, but the authorities were spending 
each week on the feeding of children 
enough money to supply new accom- 
modation for 1,000 pupils. Other 
obstacles to educational progress were the 
increased building costs and the great move- 
ments among the population which 
were taking place at the present moment. 
The industrial crisis had, in fact, thrown the 
whole educational machinery out of gear, and 
he could only hope that more stable con- 
ditions would soon prevail. 

REDUCTION OF VOTE MOVED. 

Mr. Trevelyan, in moving the reduction of 
the vote by £100, complained that the ten- 
dency of the Board was to discourage the 
progressive local authorities and to cut down 
the expenditure. This policy was funda- 
mentally wrong, and was bound ‘to be chal- 
lenged by the Labour Party, who held that 
educational expenditure ought not to be de- 
pendent upon the general position of trade 
and industry. 

Mr. Percy Harris suggested that six months 
of constant criticism had converted the 
Minister and led him to see the ‘error of his 
ways.

IMPORT DUTIES. 


EFFECT ON NORTHERN TRADE. 

As recent discussions relative to the 
import duties imposed by Southern Ireland 
are causing inquiries to be made by traders, 
IE 1s pointed out by the Ulster Publicity 
Branch of the Ministry of Commerce of 
Northern Ireland that ‘these duties in no 
way affect goods sent direct from Great 
Britain to Northern Ireland, or from over- 
seas to Northern Ireland ports. Under the 
Act of 1920, by which the Government of 
Northern Treland was established, the ad- 
ministration of the Customs and Excise ser- 
vices was reserved to the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and, therefore, trade between Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland is not. and 
never has been, subject to the impediments 
which would be inevitable were the. Customs 
duties different from those of Great Britain. 

The British duties and procedure apply in 
every detail to Northern Ireland, which, 
being within the British Customs Union, is 
in the same position for trading purposes as 
any district of England, Scotland or Wales. 
For trading purposes Northern Ireland is 
part of the United Kingdom; and, therefore, 
goods destined for Ulster can be shipped in 
exactly the same way as if they were being 
sent from one part of Great Britain to 
another. The latest available statistics show 
that the. average annual value of the sea- 
borne imports of Northern Ireland is in the 
Fea of SES 408, and the average annual 
alue .o exports is approximatel 
£57,801 ,000. As both of RP po sade 
the British Customs Union returns, they 
necessarily form part of the entire trade of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland.

THE: ROYAL GARDEN PARTY. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
THURSDAY NÍGHT,. 


The King and Queen had a fine after- 
noon for their great garden party, thougn 
‘the sun unkindly, refused to, shine on the 
brilliant scene in the gardens of Buckinz 
ham Palace. The grounds were looking 
quite beautiful, and it was difficult to 
realise that they were situated in the 
heart of London. ‘The going to the party 
was a difficulty to-day; for, with over ten 
thousand guests all going in carriages or 
cars, it is not surprising that the avenues 
of approach were quickly choked with the 
traffic. The congestion extended, far into 
the West End; but all the guests seemed- 
to have reached the Palace Garden before 
the entry of the King and Queen. 


The Queen’s Dress. 


The Queen wore a tight-fitting dress of 
Irish cream poplin, with ropes of pearls 
up the front, and ‘over this a cream chiffon 
coat, trimmed with Carrickmacross lace, 
and falls of the same lace trimming eac!; 
sleeve. She had ropes of pearls round her 
neck, and a white crinoline hat with black: 
ribbon edge and ospreys in front. Her 
Majesty was attended by the Duchess of 
Devonshire, who wore grey silk gauze 
trimmed with fringe, and clasped with a 
miniature of the Queen. Lady Desborough 
also was in attendance. The Duchess of 
York, in pink chiffon over white, and 
wearing a tulle pink hat with a pink tulle 
rose under tha broad brim, walked beside 
the King and Queen. The Duke of York 
and Prince Henry followed, and_ others 
of the Royal Family present were the 
Duke of Connaught, who was acconipanie: 
by the Lady Patricia Ramsay and Prin. 
cess Ingrid of Sweden, who was in white. 


The Guests. 

Prince and Princess Arthur of Con- 
naught also were there, Princess Arthu:

The King’s Plans. 


The King is to leave London next Monday 
afternoon for Goodwood House, on a visit 
to the Duke of Richmond and Gordon ; 
but the Queen will nét go with him this 
year, having decided to remain in town 
until July 30th, when she will join him 
on the Victoria and Albert for the Cowes 
Regatta. Cowes over, the King and Queen 
return to Buckingham Palace for a few 
days before Ais Maiesty goes to Bolton 
Abbey to shoot with the Duke of Devon- 
shire. It seems to have been decided that 
the King and Queen will go to Balmoral! 
towards the end of August, but both have 
numerous engagements to carry out before 
they go North. The King will be the only 
Royal visitor at Goodwood House. thie 
year, and the party there will be un- 
usually small. 


M. Poincare in Power. 


The formation of a Government by NM. 
Poincaré is likely to mean a marked 
change in the foreign policy of France, 
since it is now known that it was MI. 
Poincaré who engineered the fall of M. 
Briand and M. Caillaux—though hiscalcu- 
lations were a little upset by the interven- 
tion of M. Herriot—mainly because he did 
not approve of the foreign policy of M 
Briand. It is quite possible that M. 
Poincaré will réfuse to ratify the debt 
settlements arranged with this country 
and the United State:, pointing out that 
France has no money to pay. In politica: 
circles here it is thought that a Poinearé 
Government, though it may be longer-lived 
than its immediate predecéssor, is no! 
likely to. last long, since it will not be 
able to oyercome the financial difficulties 
which have destroyed so many French 
Governments in succession. 


The Franc’s Vagaries. 


It has been feared that the heavy fall 
in the franc might have seriously affected 
a number of speculators in this country, 
but it seems that such is not the case. 
There has been; far less buying of franes 
than might have been expected, parti- 
cularly when the fierce rush for German 
marks is recalled. The situation with 
regard to the france l.as been different ; for 
the banks have been warning their clients 
that they should not buy francs in the 
hope of making a big profit on them, while 
thére also has been a stringent embargo on 
the removal of French currency from the 
country. 


The Coal Dispute. 


It seems almost as though the coal dis- 
pute is to be allowed to die a lingeriny 
death ; for at the moment there seems to 
be no indication at all that a settlement is 
possible. Some of the miners’ representa- 
tives in the House o. Commons say that 
there is no prospect whatever of the 
miners returning to work unless there 
should be an unexpected and miraculous 
turn in the situation. There are to be two 
debates on the subject before the House 
r'ses, one taking place to-morrow on the 
Report stage of the Mining Industry Bil! 
the other next Monday, when there wil! 
be a yeneral debate on the vote for the 
Mines Department. It is understood tha! 
the Liberals, who have asked that this 
vote should be placed on the paper, intend 
to take a leading part in the debate, and 
that Mr. Lloyd George is. to make an in 
portant speech, putting forward recom:- 
mendations fer a settlement. 


Tea Prices. 


Little has been heard of the Food 
Council of late, but it will meet next week 
to decide the final draft of its report on 
tea prices. It is unlikely that this ‘report 
will contain anything of a ‘‘sensational ”’ 
character ; for the Council has inv estigated 
the problem most carefully and has taken 
evidence as to prices all the way from the 
plantation to the consumer. The task has 
beer anything but easy, since so many 
factors had to be taken into consideration, 
while the financial machinery of the in- 
dustry is of a highly complicated 
character. I understand that the report 
will deal fully with the allegation that 
prices are forced up by the tea brokers 
and it is unlikely that there wil] be 
definite proposals suggesting control of 
prices. 


Tennis Tournaments. | 


French tennis tournaments 
hadly with Wimbledon, so far as organisa- 
tion is concérned, according to American 
players who have taken part in the prin.

TEXT OF STATEMENT BY 
THE TREASURY, 


The following communiqué was issued 
in London from the Treasury last night :— 
The statement by the United States 
Treasury to which the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer felt bound to refer in his speech 
in the House of Commons last Monday 
was as follows :— 
It must be remembered that Eng- 
‘and borrowed a large proportion of 
the debt for purely commercial, as 
distinguished from war, purposes, to 
meet comimercial obligations maturing 
in America; to furnish India with 
silver; to buy food to re-sell to the 
civilian population in order to main- 
tain the exchange. American loans 
to England were not so much to pro- 
vide war supplies as to furnish sterling 
for home and foreign needs and to 
save England borrowing from her own 
people. 

The further statement reported to have 
been issued by the United States Treasury, 
while largely confirming the facts cited by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, refers to certain 
further points of detail, on which comment 
appears desirable. The statement sets out, 
under certain headings, the expenditure in- 
curred by Great Britain in the United States 
after the entry of America into the war, show- 
ing a total of approximately 7,219 millions of 
dollars, and goes on to say :—

It ts not understood (proceeds the Treasury 
statement) why the statement of the United 
States Treasury appears to treat dollars 
derived by the British Treasury from the 
sales of sterling and rupees as not constitut- 
ing part of the independent resources of 
Great Britain. The United States Govern- 
ment were provided by Great Britain for 
United States Army needs in the United 
Kingdom with sterling, against which the 
United States of America paid dollars. 
This was, in essence, a purchase of ex- 
change for sterling, and clearly must be 
regarded as an independent resource of Great 
Britain. On the United States’ Treasury's 
figures, therefore, Items 2, ó and “4 account 
for 1.300 million dollars out of the total ex- 
penditure of 7,219 million dollars. 


HELPING THE ALLIES. 

As regards the further sum of 1,853 million 
dollars obtained from the European Allies in 
the form of reimbursement, it must be re- 
membered that Great Britain throughout the 


war furnished the Allies with assistance in 
obtaining purchases in the United States. 
For example, Great Britain could have 
satisfied her cereal requirements from the 
British Dominions and from the Argentine 
without purchasing wheat in the United 
States, and without borrowing dollars for that 
purpose. To save tonnage, and the risk of 
U-boat attack, however, it was arranged that 
Italy and France should be supplied at 
Mediterranean ports with cereals grown in the 
British Empire, whereas we bought for our- 
selves in America, and borrowed for the pur- 
pose accordingly. 

The cost of all these purchases was disiri- 
buted .etween the Allies, and considerable 
aiu...ats were repaid by them out of the loans 
they raised in the United States of America, 
bu: a large proportion remains at the charge 
of the British Government, and is included 
in the dekt Great Britain to the United 
State of . .merica.

Moreover, the reimbursements received 
from the other Allies were more than equalled 
by further British purchases in America of 
essential commodities, and. the reimburse- 
ments in no way invalicate the fact that 
British purchases of American munitions, 
foodstuffs, and other commodities essential 
for the prosecution of the war largely ex- 
ceeded the amount borrowed by Great Britain 
from the United States of America. 

The statement of the United States Trea- 
sury shows that there is no disagreement 
upon the actual figures, and that of the total 
of 7,219 million dollars expended by Great 
Britain in the United States between 191% 


and 1920, only 4,074 million dollars was bor- 
rowed wy Great Britain from the United 
States 

As regards the expenditure of funds thus 
available, the United States ‘Treasury 
refer; to 1,682 million. of dollars . spent 
on exchange and cotton purchases, and 
states tnat the greater part of this 
expenditure owas for the maintenance 
of the sterling exchange, not necessary for the 
purchases in America, but which enabled 
England to make purchases in other countries 
at undepreciated exchange rates. 


A STATEMENT CHALLENGED. 

This statement is very difficult to under- 
stand. It appears, however, to mean that the 
dollars in question were not used for pur- 
chases in America, but for sale across the ex- 
change. This is by no means the case. The 
expenditure in question represents largely, if 
not entirely, bills drawn on London by Ameri- 
can exporters in respect of the sales of cotton 
and other American commodities to England, 
and practically the whole amount represents 
payments for actual exports from America to 
England. 

Arbitrage transactions—i.e , sales of dollars 
for other foreign currencies—were practically 
non-existent during the war, and British pur- 
chases in neutral countries, such as Scandina- 
via, Spain and the Argentine, were financed 
entirely without American hedp. The above 


facts are not in dispute.

They 
reached a farmhouse after struggling for 
several miles through the forest. 


HEAT WAVE IN NEW 
YORK. 


MORE DEATHS.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

With the help of electric fans, iced 
water, tissue thin clothes, and reduced 
office hours, New Yorkers are struggling 
to survive the unprecedented heat wave 
which has hung like a pall over the city 
and the whole of the eastern section of the 
United States for the past week. 

The Middle West, which has suffered 
for a longer period, has already had relief 
in the shape of welcome thunder and rain 


storms, but the East is still waiting for 


the storms which have long been predicted 
by the weather prophets. 

Meanwhile New Yorkers are making the 
best of very unpleasant conditions. The 
mercury went above 96 degrees to-day, and 
cases of heat stroke and deaths from 
drowning were very numerous. Pedestrians 
gasped for breath as hot blasts of air 
swept up from the asphalt pavements, 
while what breeze there was had no chance 
to cool the teniperature owing.to the sun- 
heated stee! buildings, which fill the city 
streets.

GERMAN REPLY TO SIR A. 


CHAMBERLAIN. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain's statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday that the state of 
Germany's disarmament was not entirely satis- 
factory has caused great astonishment and a 
certain amount of indignation in official circles 
in Berlin, which profess to be unable to 
understand what the British Foreign Secre- 
tary means by suddenly resurrecting the 
question of disarmament in this form. 

The official reply by the German Foreign 
Office says that the British Foreign Secretary 
ought to be aware that the disarmament of 
Germany was actually carried out long ago, 
and that only a few details remain to be 
settled. These details would also have been 
settled, it adds, if it were not for the Allied 
authorities, who in many cases delayed their 
decision for months. 

The reply concludes by pointing out that 
Sir Austen Chamberlain last March signed 
the report of the League of Nations Commis- 
sion in favour of Germany's admittance to 
the League, in which it was said that Ger- 
Many was carrying out her obligations under 


the Versailles Treaty entirely satisfactorily.—

Sir Thomas’ Holland, in introducing the 
subject, said that. their purpose was to make 
more commercially practical the manufacture 
and efficient use of power alcohol, So far the 
oil” companies were not jealous of power 
alcohol, for they knew that so long as crude 
oil was obtainable from other fields alcohol 
would not displace petrol. But there were 
limits to our resources in crade oil, and at 
the present rate of consumption the effective 
life of our oilfields was near’ enough to its 
decline to justify active measures for the 
amortisation of the capital invested in re- 


The development of power alcohol was 
necessarily based on the production, in con- 
centtated form, and with low costs of as- 
sembly, of. carbohydrates, Attempts, were 
being. made in that direction in the north 
temperate zones, but he would remind them 
that the British Empire covered a wide area 
of ‘the -tropical zone, in which organic 
catalysts'-were most active. Therefore, science 
ought to do-more in those climes. 

Power alcohol thus opéned up an Imperial 
question, and one to which the Governments 
of our tropical Possessions and Dominions 
ought to give more attention than hitherto. 
They were beginning to realise the value of 
scientific agriculture in the tropics, but 
where — scientific workers were making 
attempts their efforts were often neutralised 
by politics. 

A paper was submitted on Experiences 
with Alcohol Motor Fuels, by Mr. J.. D. 
Ross and Dr. W. R. Ormandy. Although it 
has been proved, they said, in a number of 
races and trials in France that alcohol could 
be used with only minor modifications in the 
ordinary multi-cylinder internal combustion 
engine, as applied to motor car use, never- 
theless it was obvious that alcohol alone used 
in an engine designed for petrol was not 
economica!, as the fuel consumption was un- 
duly high. 

In view of the comparative cost of alcohol 
produced in this country, the: most reasonable 
opening for its application would appear to 
L; the addition of comparatively small 
quantities to ordinary petrols, with a view 
to improving the compression which such 
petrols would stand. A very interesting 
series of experiments had been carried out by 
the London General Omnibus Company on a 
fuel consisting of 65 per cent. denatured 
alcohol, 30 per cent. benzole, and 5 per 
cent. ether. These tests showed easier start- 
ing, cooler engine, smoother running, and 
better pulling on hills, those being the 
features generally attached to the use of 
alcohol mixtures, although the consumption 
was 20 per cent. greater than with heavy 
petrol. 

Econemic considerations pointed te the 
first utilisation of alcohol fuels in tropical 
and. sub-tropical countries, where sugar. 
starch, and. cellulose were rapidly and 
cheaply produced. The first really large-scale 
experiment on those lines was being carried 
out in Queensland, where a plant for the 
production of two million gallons of fuel per 
annum was now being erected, and the neces- 
sary steps were being taken for the erection 
of three further plants. The raw materials 
to be employed in those plants were molasses 
from the sugar plantations and starchy pro- 
ducts, such as cassava or sweet potato, to 
he grown as alternative cleaning crops in 
rotation with the sugar cane. 

For motor cyclists there was no question 
that alcohol mixtures were superior to any 
others, and although the Tourist Trophy 
racés this year, owing to better roads and 
improved machines, were carried through at 
higher speeds than ever, there was nó doubt 
that had alcohol fuels been ‘allowed even 
faster times would have been attained.

LETTER FROM MR. D. $. 


Mr. D. 8. MacColl writes to The Times 
from the Burlington Fine Arts Club :— No one 
will quarrel with the tone of Lord Aberdeen’s 
letter in The Times of to-day, or with that 
of the leading article in the /rish Times of’ 
the 15th. inst., to which he refers. But their. 
argument, and that of the speakers in the 
Trish Senate on the 14th inst.; namely, that 
advantage is being taken of a technical legal 
irregularity to contravene Sir Hugh Lane’s 
intentions is plausible only. so long as half 
the grounds for the decision of the Govern- 
ment are ignored. . The report of the Com- 
mittee appointed by the late Labour Govern- 
ment to advise in the matter has now been 
printed, and can be obtained from the Sta- 
tionery Office for 2d. I wonder whether Lord 
Aberdeen. has studied it. - The summary of 
its conclusions on the two questions sub- 
mitted is as follows :— : 

(a)!— That Sir Hugh Lane in making the 
codicil of February órd, 1915, thought, he was 
making a legal disposition—one out of- three 
of the members of the Committee dissented 
from this view. 

(b)— That, nevertheless, it would not be 
proper to modify Sir Hugh Lane’s will by 
public Act of Parliament. To do so would, 
in addition to constituting a legal precedent 
of the utmost gravity not justified by 
the facts, have the effect of bring- 
ing about a- result contrary to the 
teal spirit of Sir Hugh -Lane’s intentions. 
Our reply to the. second question—t.e., the 
“International ” argument for Jegislation— 
is, therefore, in the negative. 

After prolonged — consideration, His 
Majesty’s Government adopted this con- 
clusion, and the Prime Minister recently 
announced that decision in the House of 
Commons. What were the grounds for the 
Committee’s conclusion? These: that the 
goal of Sir Hugh Lane’s activities was the 
creation of a worthy “gallery of - modern 
foreign art, whether in Dublin or in London; 
that out of-his total benefactions to. Dublin 
he reserved this group of thirty-nine pictures 
for the city which should realise his aim, and 
varied his intentions according to the 
prospects on one side or the other. Six or 
seven weeks after he had signed, but not 
executed, the codicil he encouraged Mr. 
Charles Aitken to proceed with the plans for 
a gallery. in London—as he had encouraged 
me to do in the previous year—Mr. Aitken 
having, I believe, been the only person not 
of Lane’s family, in either country, privy 
to the will of 1913, in which the bequest to 
the National Gallery was made. On these 
assurances, and on the legal possession of the 
pictures secured by the will, Sir Joseph 
Duveen’s provision of a gallery was based, 
and this provision renders the moral claim 
E ben to the pictures as ‘complete as the 

egal. 

The Committee accordingly concluded :— 
‘* Had he (Lane) been spared-to witness the 
growth of the néw gallery at Millbank, no 
doubt can be entertained that he would have 
destroyed the codicil, and wonld have been 
content that the pictures, to which he 
attached so. much value, would form the 
nucleus of a representative collection oí 
modern Continental art.” 

Such is the moral position of the London 
Gallery. How does Dublin stand? In 1913 
the Corporation finally refused to carry out 
Lane’s plans for a gallery, and nearly drove 
him to:sell his pictures. Under the codicil 
itself, Dublin would: have obtained the pic- 
tures only if a gallery were provided within 


| five years of Lane's death in 1915.: Otherwise 


the pictures were to be sold. Dublin: has 
taken no practical steps to provide a gallery, 
even for the Lané collection which it pos- 
sesses, The only result. therefore, of legisla- 
tion to validate the eodicil would be that the 
pictures in dispute would be lost both to Dub- 
lif and to London,

Great Britain, at the moment, is virtually 
Ireland's only outside market, and creating a 
demand in other countries, particularly in the 
United States, was the best road to—national 
prosperity. There seems, he said, to be but 
one quick remedy to this present state of 
affairs, and that is to handle merchandise and 
produce through á central forwarding agency, 
every small producer to send his goods 
through this agency. 


THE TOURIST TRAFFIC. 


Asked his views of tourist development, Mr. 
Crawford said that, although the Irish Tourist 
Association had done good work, the most 
serious obstacle “ri, s essential publicity 
was the lack of funds. Irish hotels, especially 
those in provincial districts, he said, “were

Mr. W. B. Yeats moved the: rejection 
of the rule concerning the costumes to be 
used by the Judges and counsel in the 
Supreme Court and High Court.» He 
asserted that a break with tradition was 
needed to make the people realise that the 
Judges were their own Judges administer- 
ing laws passed by the Oireachtas. 

The Minister for Justice said that the 
rule involved no question of national 
sentiment or principle. The Judges and 
the members of the Bar had chosen their 
costumes, and their wishes. eught- to be 
respected.

JUDGES’ ROBES. 


A BREAK WITH TRADITION 
WANTED. 

Mr. W. B. Yeats moved that the cules 
dealing with the robes of the Bench and the 
Bar be not approved. He said that he 
moved the amendment, not because he desired 
to see the judges sitting in ordinary costumes, 
but because he believed that the Goverament 
had in their possession very much finer 
designs than any that had come down to them 
by historic accident. He regretted that the 
Government had not found the means oí 
making those designs known to the .iouse 
by laying them on the table. lf they 
rejected the present style of robes, the 
Government would then have to lay sew 
designs before them, and the House would 
then be in a position to decide whether or 
not there was a better alternative, 

No country that he knew, after a revolu- 
tion such as Ireland had passed through, had 
been content to adopt, without examination, 
the traditions of the past, and he could 
not imagine anything where it was more 
necessary to do this than in the outward 
image of the law. ‘They wanted the people 
to realise that the law was of their own 
creation, their own instrument, and any 
external change which marked that fact 
would in some degree help the people to 
understand that the judges were their judges 
and not judges imposed upon them from 
without. 

CAUTION NEEDED. 

Sir’ John Keane said that they should be 
very cautious before they broke with tradi- 
tion. 

Mrs. Costello—English tradition! 

Sir John Keane said that he was not 
ashamed of English tradition. The procedure 
of the two Houses of the Oireachtas, 
with the exception of occasional appearances 
of the Irish language, was moulded 
naturally and unconsciously on the traditions 
of the British Parliament. He thought that 
they might claim that a lot of the dignity 
of their proceedings was due to that tradition, 
He preferred the present wig to the proposed 
biretta. The wishes of the profession should 
be given consideration in the matter of 
costume. The Senate had no mandate from 
the people to make the proposed violent 
change. He did not think that the mass 
of the people took very much interest in it, 
and the fact that the profession was not in 
favour of the change ought to weigh with the 
Senate. There could be nothing more re- 
actionary than change for change sake. 

“A CERTAIN MENTALITY." 

Dr. Gogarty supported the motion and said 
that the wig and gown of the lawyers and 
judges were associated in the minds of the 
Irish people with injustice and place-hunting. 

Dr. Gogarty went on to speak of “a 
certain mentality” which was very wide, he 
said, at present. He himself had been accused 
by an eminent lawyer, of trying to raise 
trouble when he lamented that at the forth- 
coming International Horse Show the national 
flag would not be seen. '' Are you trying to 
raise trouble and prevent people from coming 
here from Belfast?’ he was asked. Were 
they alone of the European nations to deny 
their individuality and become nonentities 
simply because a few people might not come 
down from Belfast—a > oath of Glasgow— 
to the Horse Show? 

Sir John Keane—Or England. 

There 1s a mentality of Upper Tooting 
which is called an English mentaiity,’’ re- 
torted Dr. Gogarty, amid laughter. 

Lhe costume of a judge of the Supreme 
Court, he said, would consist of a velvet cap, 
with ermine cape or hood, and crimson robe, 
that would make him look lke Cardinal 
Wolsey. (Laughter.) The opposition to 
Senator Yeats s motion was inspired by a 
retrograde pro-Belfast feeling, and the present 
& good opportunity to extract the last 
lang of it from the Legislature. 

lt is a good opportunity,” Dr. Gogarty 
added, ‘‘to know where we stand and to 
know who we have with us 

“THAT IS THE END OF ME.” 

The Earl of Mayo, in a humorous speech, 
stated his objections to the suggested new 
cpstume. He would not, he declared, like to 
be tried by a judge wearing a black velvet 
cap. He could imagine a prisoner saying : 
* That is the end of me.” 

The Senator created a good deal of merri- 
ment detailing the advantages of the 
time-honoured wig—the most notable, in his 
opinion, being that it concealed a bald head. 

Mr. S. L. Brown, K.C., opposed the

Mr. O'Higgins said that he had very little 
to add to the discussion. Rule 30, as it stood, 
had been submitted to him by-a substantial 
majority of the Rule-making Committee, and 
he. did not see any = sufficient reason 
to join issue with the in 
regard the rule. The men who 
had sto wear those costumes and to 
practise daily in the Courts objected to any 
change in the motto of the King’s Inns. They 
seemed to have privileges in the matter, and 
neither he nor any other member of the 
Government had sufficiently strong feelings to 
run counter to the wishes of the judges and 
32 per cent. of the practising barristers. 
That was his position. I! a strong volume of 
opinion developed in the Bar in favour of an 
alteration in the costume, a change in the 
position would be created. To set out. how- 
ever, to impose on them a form of costume 
which they did not desire, and to deprive 
them of the costume they apparently wished 
to retain, was something that the Govern- 
ment was not prepared to enter on. 

AN ANOMALY. 

There was really no question of national 
sentiment involved, nor was there a question 
of principle. The one definite view that he 
had about the matter was that some form of 
costume was eminently desirable. The judge 
in mufti was an anomaly that he did not like 
to contemplate; and the Free State was, per- 
haps, one of the last countries in the world 
that could afford to dispense with ceremonial 
in the administration of its law. He thought 
that it was right and proper that there should 
be ceremonial and costume 

It was true, he understood, that designs 
were put forward, but he had not seen them. 
The question that had to be decided was 
whether there should be any departure from 
the wig and gown as heretofore worn. The 
Rule-making Committee, by an overwhelming 
majority, had expressed its reluctance to make 
any departure. The Government accepted 
that, and he accepted it. If, however, the 
Senate considered that there was a principle 
at stake that warranted it in imposing on the 
judges of the High and Supreme Courts a 
iorm of costume which they did not desire, it 
could say so. 

Mr. Bennett supported the amendment. The 
costume selected, he said, ought to be designed 
to influence the minds of the people rather 
than to contribute to the esthetic wishes of 
the judges. 

Mr. Douglas said that he thought that it 
was unwise to retain the wig and gown, 
because in doing so they were suggesting that 
the laws which were being administered were 
not Irish laws made by the Oireachtas. He 
thought, however, that this was a matter in 
which the Senate should not interfere, as the 
rules had been sanctioned by the Committee 
and had the support of the Government. 

SUFFICIENT REASON, 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde said that the 
great majority of those who had to wear it 
approved of the existing costume, and that 
was sufficient reason for retaining it. He 
would like, however, to see the judges attired 
differently from those across the Channel. 

Mr. Yeats said that, if he were a very old 
judge, he would. hate the change, but it might 
be most desimgBle to make it. This was no 
unimportant question, and he suggested that 
the costume in which a judge gave his deci- 
sion was of greater importance than the build. 
ing in which he gave it.

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DISTRICT COURTS. 


WHY CERTAIN RULES SHOULD 
BE REJECTED. 

Mr. Brown, K.C., moved the adoption of 
the report of the ial Committee, which 
stated that the Rules of Court, so far as Rules 
20, 24, 36, 93, 95, 151, 171 and 180 of the 
District Court should not be approved. The 
reason, he 
because of the difference in the fees for serv- 
ing civil summonses, and those for serving 
summonses in criminal cases. : 

Mr. O'Higgins said that they were adopting 
the system which prevailed under the old 
Petty Sessions Courts-in the one, and the 
system which eer under the County 
Courts in the other. 

The Chairman (Lord Glenavy) said that he 
could not understand why there should be a 
maximum of 1s. 6d. in the civil cases, and 5s. 
was to be the fee for. serving a criminal 
summons in the same district. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he stood for the 
rule. and that he was advised that the re 
jection of any one rule by the Senate would 
prevent all the rest from coming into opera- 
tion.

CHAIRMAN'S 

The Chairman—I am satisfied that ander the 
section of the Courts of Justice Act this 
House is entitled to approve of 499 rules 
and reject the 500th rule. 

Mr. O’Higgins—You must not take me as 
questioning your ruling. I am only saying 
that I am differently advised, I am advised 
that the rejection of one rule would mean 
the rejoction of the rules as a whole. 

The Chairman—We cannot help the fact 
that, if we do not approve of one or two rules, 
they must be rejected. 

Mr. O’Higgins—My conception of the re- 
actions of that is different from yours. 

The Chairman—I may mention that our 
Clerk had correspondence with the Clerk of 
the House of Commons on this subject, and 
I have a letter here from him pointing out 
distinctly the procedure on the matter. It 
would be an extraordinary provision, where 
we have the duty of approving these rules, 
if we disapprove of one out of five hundred 
all the rest must go. In my opinion that 
could not be. That would make the whole 
thing a farce. 

The rule was then put to the House and 
was unanimously disapproved. 

OTHERS REJECTED. 

Mr. Brown moved that Rule 24, relating to 
witness s expenses, be not approved. —. 
The Chairman suggested to the Minister 
that he should not press this rule. 

The House disapproved of the rule. 

Rule 36, which related to procedure as to 
the manner in which an accused person was 
to be asked- whether he wished to be tried 
summarily or to be tried by a jury, was also 
unanimously disapproved, as it was deemed 
unnecessary. 

Mr. Brown moved the rejection of Rule 
93, which dealt with the expenses of wit- 
nesses and costs. 

The Chairman said that this 
powered the District Justice to allow wit- 
nesses almost unlimited expenses. He saw 
no reason why that power should be given to 
a District Justice while fixed scales were 
prescribed for the higher Courts. , 

Mr. O'Higgins said that in the old County 
Courts there was a limit of £5, and it fre- 
quently happened that the sum was inade- 
quate, as, for instance, when a witness was 
brought from England or Scotland. The 
Justice covld be trusted to fix a sum that 
w ould be fair and reasonable. 
The Chairman said that the passin~ of this 
rule might lead to grave abuse, If the High 
(‘ourt Solais were not to be trusted, why. 
should the power be given to the District 
Justice : : 

The rule ws rejected unanimously. 

QUESTION OF ADJOURNMENT. - 
Moving the rejection of tule 95, which 
gave the District Justice power to adjourn 
the hearing of a case, Mr. Brown said that 
it was not quite clear whether there was aa 
appeal from a mere adjournment without an 
order for an adjournment, 

Mr, O’Higgins—Is not the adjournment of 
a case an order to adjourn? 
The Chairman—No. Under the rule, as it 
stood, he said, the Justice was not bound to 
adjourn to any definite time. He could 
adjourn a case ior one, two or four years. 
ir. O’Higgins said that he was advised 
that the announcement by a Judge that he 
adjourned a case was an order for the 
adjournment of a case, and, if it was unsound 
or unreasonable, could be appealed against. 
The Chairman said that that was not right. 
A Judge could adjourn a case until after 
lunch. That was not an order for adjourn- 
ment. The rejection of this rule could not do 
the slightest harm. 
The motion to reject the rule was passed. 
Rule 151, dealing with the granting of 
applications for interiin transfer, subject to 
subsequent production of a document of title, 
and Rule 171, relating to’the refusal by a 
Justice to state a cage, were not approved. 
MINISTER'S OFFER. 
Mr. O'Higgins said that exception had 
been taken to eight of the rules, and the 
objection in three of them was not very 
strongly hel:. In five or six there was 
definite and emphatic objection, and he would 
undertake to adopt the Senate’s point of 
view, and use his influence with the com- 
mittee to get them to leave out these rules 
entirely, or draft other rules based on the 
views expressed by Senators. He was very 
anxious to secure a general resolution of 
approval of the rules, -s a whole, because 
there seemed to be very grave doubt as to 
whether the effect of the eliminatiog or dis- 
approval of certain rules would not be to 
invalidate the entire set of rules. : | 
He thought the result of the deletion ot 
the six or seven rules that day would be that 
the District Courts would be without rules 
until January or February next. If, however, 
the Senate were to pass a general resolution 
approving of the rules, he would give a pro- 
mise that he would endeavour to secure their 
alteration or the removal of some of them, so 
as to meet the views expressed there that 
day. 
Sir John Keane said that he should object 
to the proposal, as it might affect the privi- 
leges of the House. 


COULD NOT BE DONE. 

The Chairman said that he did not think 
they could pass a résolution of approval of 
the rules, in view of the fact that they had 
already rejected eight of them. He did not 
wish to cause inconvenience to the Govern- 
ment and the. country, but he would. rather 
see the country inconvenienced by the ab- 
sence of the rules for a short time than that 
the Senate should surrender its constitutional 
rights and privileges in a matter of that 
kind. 

The Circuit Court rules would have to be 
held up, and it would not cause inconvenience 
to anyone. The District Courts had got along 
very well for two or three years with the old 
rules, and no catastrophe would happen if the 
new rules did not come into operation for 
the next two or three months. He did not 
entertain any doubt whatever as to the sound- 
ness of the ruling that he had given on this 
matter on his responsibility as Chairman. 
When he said that he desired to speak with 
all respect of the opinion of the Attorney- 
General, whose opinion he highly valued. But 
on that particular matter he felt absolutely 
free from doubt. 

One’s common sense was the best judge, 
and it would be a revolting proposition to 
common sense that if in the dla, which 
numbered 500, one of them by a clerical 
error, or a slip on the part of the draughts- 
man, expressed the contrary to that which 
was intended, and it was rejected by the 
Senate, the whole of the other 499 should go 
with it. The thing really was not capable of 
being argued.

Mr. O'Higgins said that the Dail had, on 
his suggestion, postponed consideration of the 
matter. 

The Ghairman said that he ‘understood 
that no motion had been made for-adjourning 
the consideration of the rules, He thought 
that the Senate could not leave them in that 
position. They could not break away ‘that 
day and not meet again for three months, 
and “ nothing about. the. (Cireuit Court 
rules. When the Special Committee was ap- 
pointed to consider the rules they had not, 
in fact, been ratified by the Dail, and conse- 
quently the Committee was not authorised, 


had not been presented to the Senate until a 
week ago, : 
The Committes was left only one week “to 
consider five hundred rules. But it went 
through them as well as it could, and found 
fault with and disapproved of’a substantial 
number—perhaps twenty. He became very 
anxious, because it occurred to him that the 
rules, taken as a whole, in so far ag they 
introduced for the first time into the 
Circuit Court the whole machinery of the 
High Court, were going to add enormously 
to the time that cases would take in the 
Circuit Courts and to the expense. — 
ADJOURNMENT, 

He was not able to get the Committee to- 
gether after they had separated, buat he got 
into touch with Senator Brown, and they 
came to the conclusion that they ought to 
ask the Senate to be very slow before it 
sanctioned this remarkable revolution in 
County Court practice,, and they came to the 
conclusion to advise the House to adjourn the 
consideration of the rules over the recess. 

He .found that the same view was ap- 
parently taken by some deputies in the Dail 
and through the leader of the Labour Party a 
motion was made based upon the necessity 
of giving further time to the consideration 
of this big and Sweeping change. The 
Minister withdrew his motion for approval 
in deference to the advise of certain Senators. 
The result was that the rules were neither 
ap roved nor disapproved. 

he Senate could not approve of the rules 
so long as the Committee's report stood, and 
because of the rejection of a considerable 
number of them. An opportunity could be 
given to the rule-making authority between 
this and October of bringing in a new set of 
rules, in view of the rules to which the Com- 
mittee had already taken exception. That 
would be one position; the other would be to 
adjourn the consideration of those rules alto- 
gether until November, In his opinion, that 
was the wisest and safest course, : 

WORKING IN THE DARK. 

_ if they were to disapprove of the rules 
in globo it would give an opportunity to the 
Minister and the rule-making authority to 
frame a new set if they so thought fit; but 
they would be doing that in the dark as to 
what the Committee's objections were, and 
he did not think that it would enable them 
to get into shape any quicker. 
He believed that if the rules in their present 
form, or anything like it, were adopted, at 
least the expenses of the proceedings in the 
Circuit Courts would be enormously increased. 
There would be great delay. in getting eases 
to trial; for some of the judges had a circuit 
of six counties, some had four, and if the 
various applications for inspection, discovery, 
judgment, particulars, etc., exactly like the 
rule in the High Courts, were to be made 
in every case, then he could promise and 
assure the Minister that he would have te 
nd a separate judge for every county. 
_ In addition there were some very grave ob 
jections not touched on by the Committee. 
They had not had time to get near them, or 
to get at the root of the matter. 
At present the great complaint was that in 
many cases the defendants appealed, not be- 
cause they had any case, but because they 
wanted time. Under the present practice 
there were appeals outstanding for more than 
a year, and al that time the defendants had 
the benefit of it, and the creditor was kept 
out of his money. That sort of delay was 
going to be increased if litigants were enabled 
in all these cases to go through the whole 
machinery and procedure of the High Courts, 
and the debtor would be able to keep the 
plaintiff out of his money for an incalculable 
amount of time. 
LODGMENT. 
He urged upon the Minister and the rule- 
making authority to consider some very 
drastic proposal which would necessitate the 
plaintiff or the defendant, as the case may be, 
making a substantial lodgment.in court as a 
condition of the right to appeal. 
The Committee was conscious that if they 
applied the machinery of the High Courts to 
all this litigation they would swamp the Cir- 
cuit. Courts. It was sought to remove the diffi- 
culty by Rule 155, which provided that.in any 
case for a money demand, or for damages 
not exceeding £50, the case should go to trial 
without pleadings. That, in his opinion, and 
in that of his colleagues in the Special Com- 
nuttee, was whoily illusory. 
Fifty pounds was the old jurisdiction of the 
County Court, but that was fixed nearly a 
century ago, and that £50 was certainly not 
equivalent to more than £100 to-day. Yet, 
they proposed that in every case of £50 all 
this machinery of pleadings, affidavits, dis- 
covery of documents, etc., was to be applic- 
able to a case of simplé contract debt. 


COMMITTEE’S SUGGESTION. 

What the Committee urged the Minister and 
the rule-making authority to do was this—lIf 
they were going to apply the machinery of the 
High Court to the Cireuit. Court at all, to 
limit it to cases of contract exceeding £1650, 
with a provision that in any case under that 
sum the judge, if satisfied that the importance 
of it so required, tight take it out of. that 
limitation, but the rule should be that every 
case should be tried without pleadings, the 
exception to be cases which were to be tried 
with pleas. 

The old County Courts had no pleadings. 
and he had never heard anyone complain of 
their absence. The Circuit Courts should 
have powers of attachment, garnishee orders, 
etc., hut these extra powers of supplying docu- 
ments and particulars and of making affidavits 
of one kind or another were only going to 
heap up enormons costs, and would impose on 
the circuit judges a task which they would be 
unable to discharge as long as they had their 
present circuits to look after. 


A CASE IN POINT. 

There were hosts of applications that had 
to be made to the Court itself, and those 
applications were no use unless made at once. 
Take the case of an application in Monaghan. 
The judge had four other counties to look 
after, and he would be away from Monaghan 
for three months. Where, then, was the sa- 
plication to be made? 

Mr. O’Higgins said that they were to be 
made to the Registrar. 

The Chairman—No, the discovery is uot 
fo the County Registrar. Let us understand 
Discovery and motions for further pa-:ticu- 
lars are to the Court. 

The Minister remarked that his impression 
was that the application was not made either 
to the judge or the Registrar; it was simply 
a question of notice on the other party. 

The Chairman’ dissented from _ the 
Minister’s view, and suggested that the 
Minister wouid find that all the applications 
would have to be made to the judge. ‘* My 
point,” he said, ‘‘is that you will have your 
Courts sitting only three times in the year 
in the case of the Circuit judges. If you 
impose this High Court practice on certain 
jvdges, you will ultimately be coerced into 
having an ordinary Circuit Judge for every 
county in Ireland, : 

“ There is one other matter,’’ added Lord 
Glenavy. “I am not mentioning this for 
the purpose of scoring a point off the 
Minister. Everybody knows quite well that 
the Minister has his hands chock full, and 
that he cannot always speak with authority 
on those abstruse and difficult legal points, 
1 was startled, however, to find the Minister 
defending the limitation of the application 
of these principles of the High Court prac- 
tice to the Circuit Court.

RENT OF GRAFTON STREET 
PREMISES. 
== - &— 
FINAL JUDGMENT APPEAL 
DISMISSED. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGICEON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of an appeal by 
the plaintiff im the case of Henry H. Morris, 
street, Dublin, against Isabel F. 
Crowder and Albert Edward Kelly from ap 
order of Mr. Justice Sullivan of the High 
Court ‘refusing an application made on behalf 
of the plaintiff for final judgment against the 
defendant, Isabel F. Crowder, for £250, 
alleged to be due to the p‘aintiff for a quarter's 
rent out of the premises 38 Grafton street. 
Dublin. ; 

Mr. Justice Sullivan had made “no rule " 
on the motion for fina] judgment, and made 
an order remitting the action for trial to the 
Circuit Court. The premises were held by 
the defendants under a lease dated-August 7. 
1925, for a term of twenty-one years from Ist 
August, 1925, at a yearly rent of £1,000, pay: 
able quarterly in advance... Some questions as 
to jurisdiction and pleading were raised. ‘The 
plaintiff, in his affidavit, on which the &nal 
judgment motion was grounded, stated that 
the appearance by the defendants had been 
entered for the purposes of delay, and that 
the defendants had no.defence to the action. 
For the defendants it was stated that accord; 
ing to the evidence the defendant Isabel. F. 
Crowder had signed the lease without inde- 
dependent legal advice. It was also submitted 
that the plaintiff's affidavit was bad. becaus 
it failed to verify the cause of action in 
nol showing the plaintiff's title. 

Mr, Moloney (instructed by Messrs. Porter, 
Morris and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff and 
appellant, and Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed 
by Messrs. Arthur Cox and Co.) for the de- 
fendants and respondents. 

In support of the appeal, in reply to the 
objections raised on behalf of the defendants, 
it was pointed out that according to the 
evidence of Isabel F. Crowder she thought 
she was signing the lease on behalf of a com: 
pany which was not formed for two months 
afterwards; and it was submitted that the 
plea of non esse factum did not apply, there 
being obviously a lease by somebody. which 
was followed hy entrance’ into possesdi@a 
and payment of rent, the defendants occupy- 
ing the premisés for several months. It was 
also urged that if an agent entered into. a 
contract on behalf. of a company which was 
about to be formed, the company, when 
formed, would not be bound by it in any 
way: but the agent would«be liable if the 
company did not ‘‘ratify’’ within a reason- 
able time. ' 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said. 
that. in. his opinion this appeal should be 
refused with costs. The actiog was brought 
for a quarter’s rent, amounting to s 
alleged to be due--to the plaintif The 
plaintiff applied to Mí. Justice Sullivan for 
final judgment. The learned president re- 
fused final judgment, but he made an order 
transferring the action for trial to the Circuit 
Court in Dublin, and the plaintiff and appellant: 
now, asked that final judgment be entered; 
for him. , 

In his Lordship’s opinion this appeal failed 
ov two grounds. In the first place because, 
in his opinion, the statement of claim on 
the writ was not a good statement of ithe 
cause of action. The) circumstances of the 
case were very peculiar. The defendant— 
that was the defendant defending the action-- 
was one of the two persons who signed the 
lease as lessees and took the lease of these 
premises; but the lease was, in fact, executed. 
as lessor by a Mr. Washington Shea, not b 
the plaintiff. The affidavit’ of the plainti 
purporting to verify’ the cause of action did, 
not, in his opinion, verify. the cause of action | 
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sufficiently to entitle plaintiff te final judg- 
stent. It was not stated that the plaintiff 
wks} claiming the rent as a reversfOner of the 
lease or on what exact title; and in his 
Opinion final judgment could not, and should 
not, be granted, and there were matters 
raised in the case of .sufticient importance to 
entitle it to be fully tried out in a further 
hearing. While he was of opinion that the 
High Court was right in refusing final judg 
ment, he was also of opinion that, having 
regard to all the defences raised, this action 
was.one fit to be retained in the High Court, 
and should not be transferred to the Circuit 
i Court. 

Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon 
Murnaghan concurred. 

The Court accerdingly dismissed the appeal 
with costs. 
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MR. W. H. O’KELLY. 

Mr. William Henry ©’Kelly, who died on 
Wednesday at the residence of his eldest 
fon, Major J. W. O'Kelly, Celbridge, County 
Kildaré, was in his eighty-fifth year. For 
nearly half a century he was one of the leading 
men in the commercial life of the Port «of 
Dublin. He was a director and manager if 
Messrs. T. and C. Martin, shipowners and 
timber merchants, ete., North Wall, Dublin. 
Some -years ‘before his death Mr. O'Kelly 
retired from active business life, and took up 
residerice at Monkstown Castle, County Dublin, 
devoting himself to fruit-growing as a hobby. 

e was succeeded as managing director of 
Messrs. T, and C: Martin’s business by his 
son, Mr. Charles O'Kelly. Mr. O'Kelly pos- 
sessed remafkable physical and mental vigour 
unto the last. He was born in the early 
‘forties of last century, being the fourth son 
of. Matthias O’Kelly, of Rochestown House, 
County Dublin, a gentleman well known in 
his day as a man of science and of wide 
general culture. 

‘Mr. O’Kelly’s early education was received 
at the once famous school of Dr. Quinn, in 
Harcourt street, Dublin. He completed his 
education in Belgium, and returned to Ireland 
to- join the firm of Messrs. Martin and fon, 
shipowners. and merchants in Dublin, the 
heads of the firm being relatives of his family. 
After-a time the business was divided under 
the names of T. and C. Martin arid Richard 
Martin and Co. Mr. O'Kelly became in time 
a partner in Messrs. T. and C. Martin, Ltd., 
which had been turned into a public company, 
and he was its managing director for many 
years. Originally the firm owned a number of 
sailing ships, and afterwards acquired steam- 
ships. Its: ships were employed in bringing 
provisions and stores to the Crimea, and were 
also engaged in emigration traffic, carrying 
thousands of Irish families to America in 
sailing vessels, some of which were full-rigged 
ships of about 900 tons. The firm also in 
those days ran a line to Australia, its ships 
sailing once a month on voyages the outward 
one of which took from sixty to ninety days. 

In 1880 Mr. O'Kelly married the fourth 
daughter of John Hobbs Peart, a retired 
Indian officer, who had served under the East 
India Company. There were nine sons of the 
marriage, three of whom—John, Robert and 
Henty—were serving in the Army before 
1914, and one, Richard, in the Army Reserve. 
Durimg the Great War seven of his sons held 
commissions. in the Army and fought in 
France. Captain Robert (’Kelly, R.A.M.C., 
attained the rank of Colonel. Lieutenant 
H. K. O'Kelly, 2nd Battalion Duke of Well- 
ington’s. Regiment, was awarded the D.S.O. 
He was badly wounded at Mons, and. recover- 
ing, went through the war. Lieutenant RB. 
O'Kelly, 4th Hussars, was High Sheriff of 
County Kildare in 1922, Captain W. M. 
O'Kelly, M.C., R.A.S.C., is now a member of 
the London Stock Exchange. Three other 
sons were Captain E. 8. O'Kelly, now serving 
in the Sudan; Major J. W. O'Kelly, of the 
Veterinary Corps, on whom the honour of 

.B.E. was conferred, and Maior Richard 
O'Kelly, R.A:M.C., who died in Egypt. 

One of Mr. W. H. O’Kelly’s interests 
throughout his career was the progress of the 
Dublin Catholic Cemeteries, which his father. 
Matthias O'Kelly, in association with Daniel 
O'Connell, had been instrumental in founding. 
Matthias was a great friend of O'Connell, and 
was deputed to remain with Mrs. O'Connell 
when. Daniel O’Connell went to the duel with 
D’Esterre.

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DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
DUBLIN EJECTMENT CASE, 


RECORDER'S DECISION NOT AN 
ESTOPPEL. 
(BEFORE JUDGE PIGOT.) 
Holding that the Recorder’s decision in 
1924 was not an estoppel, and that there 
was a substantial excess of rent overpaid by 
the tenant at the date of the ejectment pro- 
ceedings, Judge Figot dismissed the eject- 
ment in the case in which Ed. O’Donnell, 
of 27 St. Joseph's Cottages, Church road, 
Dublin, brought ejectment proceedings for 
overholding against Patrick Moore, of 
tt. Joseph’s Cottages, and said nothing as 
t» the amount of the excess which the tenant 
might recover in another proceeding con- 
templated by him. | 
The ground of the ejectment proceedings 
was that rent had not been paid since 
January 25 of the present year. There was 
a counter-claim by the defendant by way 
of an originating application to have the 
standard rent fixed under the Acts of 1920 
and 1923. 
The premises are held at a weekly tenancy 
ef 14s.

THE STANDARD RENT. 

Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. A. 
Woodcock), who appeared for the tenant, 
contended that the standard rent was 3s. 
73d. a week, and that there had been an 
excess of £57 9s. 10d. paid; or, in the alter- 
native, £44 17s. 9d. prior to June 24, 1923. 
and an excess of £57 since that date, mak- 
ing over £101 in all, now due to the tenant. 
This sum, set against £4 18s. due by the 
tenant at the date of the ejectment proceed- 
ings, wiped out all rent due by him, and 
left a balance of £96 in his favour. 

Many authorities were cited on the ques- 
tion of estoppel, it being contended that the 
amount of the rent did not form any part 
of the judgment of the Recorder on the 
ejectment. 

Mr. H. Hare (instructed by Mr. J. J 
Goulding), for the landlord, contended that 
the decree of the Recorder was conclusive; 
that the rent of 14s was the legal rent, and 
that the tenant could not now claim any 
part of it as an excess; also, that he owed 
seven weeks’ rent at the date of the pro- 
ceedings. 

Judge Pigot held as stated.

DAMAGES FOR OWNER. 

Judge Pigot found for the plaintiff, and 
awarded him £50 damages, in an action 
brought by Henry Connolly, of 15 D’Olier 
street, Dublin, auctioneer, against James 
McSharry (trading as the Hagceourt Taxis), 
72a Harcourt street, Dublin, to recover 
damages for alleged breach of contract for 
the repair of plaintiff's two-seater motor 
car, and for the detention of the car. 

The plaintiff's case was that he left. the 
car with the defendant to have it repaired 
and reassembled in June of last year, at an 
agreed price of £12. He “paid him £6 on 
account. The repairs were not carried out, 
and on several occasions he applied to the 
defendant for delivery of the car, but never 
got it. 

The defendant’s case was that his arrange- 
ment with plaintiff was that he should re- 
assemble the car at £12, and that the plain- 
tiff was to supply all the necessary parts.
